3 cops indicted in death 


Unarmed, high man 
had called 911; charges 
are misdemeanors

Three Dallas police offi- 
cers were indicted Thursday 
on criminal charges in con- 
nection with last year’s death 
of an unarmed Rockwall 
man who called 911 for help. 

Panicking and high on co- 
caine, Tony Timpa was dead 


within an 
hour of call- 
ing police 
to a seedy 
stretch of 
West Mock- 
ingbird 
Lane in Au- 
gust 2016. 
The responding officers 
mocked the 32-year-old as he 
died, with one officer’s knee 
pinned in his back for more 
than 14 minutes, according 
to evidence revealed in a Sep- 
tember investigation by The

Indictments of police of- 
ficers were once rare, but 
six cops — including a fired 
Mesquite officer who was 
also indicted this week — 
have been criminally charged 
this year. 

Dallas police Sgt. Kevin 
Mansell, 48, and Officer 
Danny Vasquez, 32, were 
each indicted on one count 
of misdemeanor deadly 
conduct by a Dallas County 
grand jury in connection 
with Timpa’s death. 


The third officer faces 
the same charge but was not 
identified because he has yet 
to surrender to authorities. 

Timpa’s mother, Vicki 
Timpa, told The News she’s 
pleased the grand jury in- 
dicted the officers, though 
she was puzzled that it was 
a misdemeanor and not a 
felony charge. 

“They need to go to jail,” 
she said. “I want them to 
smell the rust on the bars.”

Advisers: 
Action 
urgently 
needed 


They say state should 
be forced to add foster 
homes, caseworkers

AUSTIN — Texas should be 
forced to dramatically increase 
its supply of loving homes and 
treatment facility beds for fos- 
ter children and vastly improve 
its oversight of their safety and 
well-being, two appointed ad- 
visers in a class-action lawsuit 
have recommended. 

The state should have to 
eliminate placement shortages 
in areas such as Dallas, Collin 
and Denton counties by Aug. 
31, said court-appointed spe- 
cial masters Kevin Ryan and 
Francis McGovern. 

Also, Child Protective Ser- 
vices should have to hire and 
redeploy more caseworkers 
and begin overhauling its in- 
formation technology and 
medical records even sooner, 
they said. 

Every child in long-term 
foster care also should con- 
tinue to have a lawyer. Cur- 
rently, those fortunate enough 
to have a court-appointed “at- 
torney ad litem” typically lose

$68M system to let all 
nearby first responders 
talk instantly in crisis

ble talking to each other on 
radios, leading to more chaos 
that deadly day. Afterward, 
federal authorities told local 
agencies to digitize their radio 
systems to enable such com-

munications, but it’s taken the 
better part of two decades for 
Dallas to catch up to the costly 
recommendations. 

Now, Dallas police and fire- 
fighters and county sheriff’s 
deputies could soon be able 
to use their radios to instantly 
talk to other first responders 
nearby. 

County commissioners this 
week approved a $68 million 
contract with the city and Mo- 
torola that will upgrade the 
outdated radios and provide
